Saginaw’s track team put away as 
just another record a 12-year dual- 
meet winning streak when it met de- 
defeat, 62-42, in the first dual meet 
of the season, at Jackson, April 19, on 
one of the slowest and worst condi- 
tioned cinder paths in the state, if 
not the nation. 

Nine and a quarter points ranked 
Bob Lyttle the highest point man on 
the Trojan team as he placed first in 
the 220 yard dash, second in the 100 
yard dash, and ran anchor man on 
the winning relay squad.
